Summary of reasons for decision: 

The image file is an explicit record of sexual activity. Questions arise as to the age of the participants, 
however, the small size of the images and lack of contextual information means that the Classification 
Office cannot establish their ages with sufficient certainty to identify them as young persons. They 
could equally be young adults in their late teens or early twenties. Therefore the image file cannot 
fairly be said to promote or support, or tend to promote or support the exploitation of young persons 
for sexual purposes under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. 
However, the image file’s unrestricted availability is likely to be injurious to the public good unless 
restricted to adults. There is a general consensus that it is harmful for children and teenagers to view 
sexually explicit material as they do not possess the life experience and maturity necessary to deal with 
this material. The classification is a reasonable and demonstrably justified limitation on the right to 
freedom of expression set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 in order to prevent injury 
to the public good.
